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1 . DAVID S. BRODER, IN OP-ED ARTICLE IN WASHINGTON POST, 

SAID "THERE IS SENSE HERE THAT AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY IS 
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SHIFTING IN MORE ANTI-SOVIET DIRECTION AND THAT SOME OF 
RHETORIC AND ASSUMPTIONS OF COLD WAR PERIOD ARE BEING 
REVIVED." BRODER SAID "PRECIPITATING CAUSE OF CHANGE IS 
GROWING EVIDENCE OF RUSSIAN-CUBAN INTERVENTION IN AFRICA." 

BUT, HE OBSERVED. IT GOES BEYOND AFRICA DRAMA AND INVOLVES 
PUBLIC PERCEPTION OF OVERALL POWER BALANCE BETWEEN U.S. AND 
SOVIET UNION "AND WILLINGNESS TO ACCEPT SOVIET ASSURANCES 
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OF PEACEFUL INTENT." POST WRITER SAID "NEW SURVEY OF 
AMERICAN OPINION, OUT THIS WEEK, INDICATES THAT MORE AMERI- 
CANS NOW BELIEVE THAT RUSSIA WOULD HAVE UPPER HAND IN 
MILITARY STRUGGLE WITH U.S. THAN BELIEVE REVERSE." BRODER 
SAID IT IS "CLEAR AS ANYTHING CAN BE" THAT IF NEW SALT 
AGREEMENT IS NEGOTIATED, "IT WILL TRIGGER MOST SERIOUS 
FOREIGN POLICY DEBATE ON RU S SI AN -AMERICAN RELATIONS SINCE 
END OF VIETNAM WAR.” JUDGING FROM WHAT ONE HEARS FROM 
THOSE WHO TRAVEL FOREIGN POLICY CIRCUIT ON BOTH SIDES OF 
ATLANTIC, BRODER ADDED, SIMILAR DEBATE IS ALREADY WELL UNDER 
WAY AMONG LEADERSHIP GROUPS IN MOST NATO COUNTRIES. "AND 
HAWKS' ARE WINNING BY POINTING TO SAME BUILDUP OF SOVIET 
MILITARY POWER AND SAME DEPLOYMENT OF CUBAN FORCES ACROSS 
AFRICA THAT DISTURB PEOPLE HERE," BRODER CONTINUED. BRODER 
SAID REVIVAL OF COLD-WAR THINKING WOULD PRODUCE DEMAND FOR 
HIGHER DEFENSE SPENDING TO COUNTER PERCEIVED SOVIET THREAT. 
THIS WOULD CONFRONT PRESIDENT CARTER "WITH HARDEST KIND OF 
POLITICAL CHOICE WHETHER TO RESIST PUBLIC PRESSURE FOR 
STIFFER ANTI-SOVIET STANCE AND ALL THAT IMPLIES, OR GET OUT 
IN FRONT OF MOVEMENT AND TRY TO LEAD IT.. ..UNLESS SIGNS ARE 
MISLEADING, CARTER AT THIS POINT LACKS PERSONAL AND 
POLITICAL STRENGTH TO RESIST SUCCESSFULLY FORCES THAT ARE 
GATHERING HERE AND IN OTHER NATO COUNTRIES TO STIFFEN 
RESISTANCE TO WHAT IS PERCEIVED AS SOVIET AGGRANDIZEMENT." 

2. GILBERT LEWTHWAITE OF BALTIMORE SUN REPORTED THAT
